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Export  Sales  Highlights 


This  summary  is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  June  3-9,  1994. 

Wheat:  Net  sales  of  353,300  metric  tons  (MT)  were  44  percent  above  the  week  earlier.  Increases  for  the  Philippines  (98,700  MT),  South 
Korea  (75,100  MT),  Japan  (66,400  MT),  and  Morocco  (52,200  MT)  were  partly  offset  by  reductions  for  unknown  destinations  (25,500  MT). 
Exports  of  483,800  MT  were  12  percent  below  the  previous  week  and  equaled  the  4-week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were  Egypt 
(130,900  MT),  Japan  (105,000  MT),  the  Philippines  (78,700  MT),  and  South  Korea  (54,100  MT). 

Corn:  Sales  of  603,900  MT  were  73  percent  higher  than  the  previous  week  and  9  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  The  principal  buyers 
were  Japan  (164,700  MT),  Taiwan  (140,600  MT),  Algeria  (75,000  MT),  and  Saudi  Arabia  (60,400  MT).  Sales  activity  for  1994/95  totaled 
154,400  MT,  with  Japan  (151 ,400  MT)  being  the  primary  buyer.  Exports  of  381,400  MT  were  36  percent  over  the  previous  week,  but  9  percent 
below  the  4-week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were  Japan  (198,300  MT),  Taiwan  (52,500  MT),  and  Saudi  Arabia  (43,900  MT). 

Barley:  Sales  of  89,000  MT  exceeded  the  prior  week  by  one-half.  The  buyers  were  Jordan  (50,000  MT)  and  Israel  (39,000  MT).  There  were 
no  exports  reported  during  the  week. 

Sorghum:  Sales  of  34,800  MT  improved  from  the  prior  week’s  slow  pace,  but  were  down  38  percent  from  the  4-week  average.  The  buyers 
were  Japan  (18,800  MT)  and  Mexico  (16,000  MT).  Sales  of  32,500  MT  for  delivery  during  the  1994/95  marketing  year  were  all  to  Japan. 
Exports  of  74,400  MT  were  down  29  percent  from  the  previous  week  and  2  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  destinations  were  Mexico 
(51,500  MT)  and  Japan  (22,900  MT). 

Rice:  Sales  of  92,500  MT  were  nearly  three  and  three-quarters  times  the  week  earlier  and  three  and  two-fifths  times  the  4-week  average. 
The  major  buyer  was  Japan  (55,200  MT),  followed  by  Costa  Rica  (14,300  MT),  Jamaica  (7,600  MT),  Mexico  (5,700  MT,  of  which  3,000  MT 
was  rough),  and  El  Salvador  (3,000  MT-all  rough).  Exports  of  36,500  MT  were  off  one-fifth  from  the  prior  week  and  the  4-week  average. 
Japan  (10,000  MT),  Costa  Rica  (5,900  MT),  South  Africa  (5,200  MT),  Canada  (3,000  MT),  the  Netherlands  Antilles  (2,900  MT),  and  Jamaica 
(2,600  MT)  were  the  primary  destinations. 

Soybeans:  Sales  of  159,500  MT  were  off  27  percent  from  the  previous  week  and  10  percent  from  the  4-week  average.  The  major  increases 
were  for  Taiwan  (49,900  MT),  Japan  (38,500  MT),  and  Mexico  (29,100  MT).  Exports  of  18,600  MT-a  marketing-year  low-were  about  nine- 
tenths  below  the  prior  week  and  the  4-week  average.  Mexico  (18,400  MT)  was  the  dominant  destination. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Sales  of  54,700  MT  improved  from  the  previous  week’s  net  reductions,  but  were  5  percent  below  the  4-week 
average.  Major  buyers  were  Canada  (18,200  MT),  Saudi  Arabia  (11,200  MT),  and  Colombia  (7,000  MT).  Exports  of  68,600  MT  exceeded 
the  previous  week  by  2  percent  and  the  4-week  average  by  3  percent.  The  primary  recipients  were  Saudi  Arabia  (23,200  MT),  Canada  (15,100 
MT),  Guatemala  (13,700  MT),  and  Venezuela  (10,800  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Sales  of  1,700  MT  were  the  result  of  sales  for  Algeria  (1,400  MT),  the  Leeward  and  Windward  Islands  (200  MT),  and  the 
Netherlands  Antilles  (100  MT).  Exports  of  51 ,000  MT  were  primarily  the  result  of  an  accumulation  of  recent  shipments  to  Algeria  of  50,900 
MT.  Optional  origin  sales  increased  20,000  MT  from  new  sales  to  China. 

Cotton:  Net  Upland  sales  of  27,500  running  bales  (RB)  for  the  current  marketing  year  were  primarily  the  result  of  increases  for  China  (33,400 
RB),  South  Korea  (9,300  RB),  Indonesia  (5,700  RB),  and  Pakistan  (3,400  RB)  being  partially  offset  by  reductions  of  15,000  RB  for  Singapore 
and  12,400  RB  for  Mexico.  Sales  for  delivery  during  the  1994/95  marketing  year  of  12,000  RB  were  mainly  to  Vietnam  (4,400  RB),  Mexico 
(3,000  RB),  and  South  Korea  (2,000  RB).  Exports  of  209,200  RB  were  45  percent  above  the  previous  week  and  one-quarter  above  the  4-week 
average.  Asian  destinations  accounted  for  90  percent  of  the  week’s  shipments;  Western  Hemisphere,  7  percent;  and  West  European,  3 
percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Sales  of  357,300  pieces  were  1 1  percent  lower  than  the  preceding  week’s  level  and  the  4-week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide 
sales  of  343,400  pieces  were  primarily  for  South  Korea  (108,500  pieces),  Japan  (94,100  pieces),  and  Taiwan  (77,900  pieces).  Exports  of 
343,700  pieces  were  14  percent  above  the  previous  week  and  equaled  the  4-week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  shipments  of  326,700  pieces 
were  destined  primarily  for  South  Korea  (139,600  pieces),  Taiwan  (62,300  pieces),  and  Japan  (61,600  pieces). 

Sales  of  12,700  wet  blue  hides  dropped  60  percent  from  the  prior  week  and  68  percent  from  the  4-week  average.  Taiwan  (10,500  unsplit) 
was  the  major  buyer.  Exports  of  33,500  hides  equaled  the  previous  week,  but  were  22  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  primary 
destinations  were  Taiwan  (16,500  unsplit)  and  Japan  (8,800  grain  split).  Net  sales  of  splits  totaling  1,618,100  pounds  were  two  and  one-tenth 
times  the  previous  week  and  the  4-week  average.  Mexico  (1 ,216,400  pounds)  was  the  dominant  buyer,  followed  by  Taiwan  (232,000  pounds), 
Indonesia  (112,100  pounds),  and  South  Korea  (80,000  pounds).  Reductions  of  51,900  pounds  were  reported  for  Hong  Kong.  Exports  of 
1 ,226,200  pounds  were  up  3  percent  from  the  prior  week,  but  down  1 4  percent  from  the  4-week  average.  The  principal  recipients  were  Hong 
Kong  (353,200  pounds),  Italy  (241,900  pounds),  Indonesia  (152,100  pounds),  Mexico  (141,400  pounds),  and  Taiwan  (133,100  pounds).
